Dear Harold, 

A'-*- the time I received your letter, I couldn’t even locate 
any of the documents you referred to, as things had become quite 
disorganized here. But I’ve done quite a bit of filing, myself, 
and can now answer your questions. 

Moorman Photograph 

The three documents you describe are wh§t I have, except that 
mine is stamped "486", not "496". In addition, there are some 
documents that relate to the picture in a much more indirect way. 

1. FBI report by Charles BDDwn, on 12/12/63, dictated 12/12/63, 

Bureau file # 100-10461; marked "INV 5", in the upper right hand 
corner; marked "CR 205 s-1" in the lower right hand corner. 

Brown interviews KSXXX Moorman about both pictures. He described 
the two pictures in his report. One sentasce, in regard to the 
first photo, reads: "...of very poor quality .. .exhibits a lower 
corner of the Tedas School Book Depository Building. No view is 
shown in the photograph of the upper floors of the building and 
particularly the windows on the sixth floor from which shots ware 
fired at President John F. Kennedy..." g(o as of 12/12/63, the FBI 
generated a document saying the photo didn’t show the upper floors. 
I'm therefore^; suprised that anyone had in mind t his picture if 
they talked about a picture that did show the 6th floor. 

2. FBI interview of Moorman by Brookhart, to see if she knows 
of any relationship between Ruby and Oswald. Annotated CR 105 
and has the number "356" appearing in lower right hand corner. 

3. Excellent unpublished FBI interview of Emmet Hudson 

by Gaston C. Thompson and Jack B. Peden (FBI). No Commission 
number is indicated. Has number 30 and 31 written on the bottom 
of the first and second pages. These appear to be page numbers 
written on these documents, not document numbers. Hudson is 




shown the Moorman photograph, and picks himself out as the 
middle man on the steps. He gives precise description of tahere 
theshots came from: "...behind him,. above him, .and to his left..". 

The corker comes when the interviewing agent points out what is 
the concrete monument at the right hand side of the Moorman photo, 
and he writes: "He again called attention to the photograph referred 
to above, and particularly to. the corner of the Texas School Book 
Peposltory building appearing in such photogrpah and said the shots 
sounded as if they were coming from that bulldln p : (Texas School 
Book Depository Building). 

4. Nondescript interview of Jean Hill by FBI agent Robert Lish. 

No Commission document number indicated. (11/23/63) 

5. Long FBI Interview of Moorman by Curtis L. Perryman and Robert P. 
Gemberling. Dated 11/23/63. No Commission document number indicated. 
(She tells agents about Featherstone stopping her and questioning her) 

6. Upper right hand corner: "MP (PHCTO )" . Interview of Moorman 
by FBI agent Charles Brown. Dated 3/24/64. Lower right hand 
corner: "CR 897" Brief description of photographs. 

-The first photo was given to secret ser ice agents, the secnd to the 
FBI o What I find Interesting is w Jay they both weren't given,, together, 
to the first agency. 

So much for the Moorman photographs.
